Salary Vetoes 
Sustained by 
City Council

City council has sustained 
Mayor Hartsfield’s vetoes to sal- 
ary bonuses and compensation 
hikes for 2,900 mnor-school em- 
ployes of the municipality, defi- 
nitely killing the raises for the 
present, and also has initiated a 
move to acquire DeKalb county’s 
$2,000,000 waterworks system for 
Atlanta. 

Hartsfield emerged from the 
councilmanic battle over salary 
hikes, which would have cost the 
treasury $104,000 for the remain- 
der of the year, victorious in 
seven out of eight instances. The 
council overrode only one veto— 
the change in clagsification for 
seven employes of the comptrol- 
ler, construction and water de- 
partments. :

the death knell for an automatic 
increment program for depart- 
ment heads, and other projected 
adjustments upward.

BACKS MAYOR 

Councilman Howard Haire and 
Alderman Raleigh Drennon, of 
the sixth ward, saved the mayor 
from being overridden. They 
voted for the hikes when they 
were passed upon three weeks 
ago, but yesterday cast the decid- 
ing ballots in sustaining the 
mayor, both voting against over- 
riding. Councilman Ralph Huie, 
other member of the sixth ward 
delegation, Hartsfield’: own home 
ward, also voted to support the 
mayor.

The Army was running the Phil- 
adelphia Transportation Company, 
which it seized Thursday night, 
but no soldiers were required to 
operate any bus, trolley, elevated 
or subway train.

LONDON, Tuesday, Aug. 8.—

Turkish Ship Sinking 


Suspected as Nazi Act

NEW YORK, Aug 7.—(ONA)—Germany may have opened unde- 
clared war on Turkey with the shelling and sinking of a Turkish ship 
yesterday seven miles off the coast of Turkey. 


Nazis Dig fo 
For Desperate 
Stand on Arno 


ROME, Aug. 7. — () — Battle- 
hardened Allied fighting men 
moved into position tonight for 
the next great assault on an Ital- 
ian water barrier, the Arno river, 
barring their path to the enemy’s 
fortified Gothic line. 

British Eighth Army troops and 
men of the U. S. Fifth Army, 
many of them veterans of the 
bloody crossings of the Volturno, 
Sangro and Rapido rivers, waited 
only for the reduction of a few 
pockets of Nazi resistance on the 
south banks of the Arno, east and 
west of Florence, and for the com- 
pletion by engineers of prepara- 
tions for the new assault. 

Small groups of Germans, grim- 
ly hanging on in the face of Allied 
pressure, were all that were left 
from a point three miles east of 
Florence to Montelupo, 12 miles 
west, 


Allied reconnaissance patrols 
invaded the important river 
towns of Montelup and Empoli, 
but they remained in no-man’s 
land. An important center of 
German resistance on the ridge 
southwest of Pontassieve, in the 
bend of the Arno, was being 
steadily reduced. 

Once those German pockets 
have been wiped out, Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander’s American, 
British and Dominion forces can 
be massed on a_ 60-mile front 
from the Arno’s mouth to Pontas- 
sieve. ~

Partly Cloudy and Warm 
Forecast; 93 Was High 


Continued warm weather for 
the Atlanta area today is the fore- 
cast of the weather bureau at 
the municipal airpori.

That is the significance of a 
brief cable received by the Over- 
seas News Agency today through 
private channels from Turkey, 
disclosing for the first time that 
a ship which had previously been 
reported merely “sunk” had actu- 
ally gone down as the result of 
shell fire. 


The cable identified the ship as 
the Mafkura. It did not indi- 
cate the ‘source of the shelling 
nor the time, but placed the scene 
at seven miles off the coast and 
added that 300 refugee passengers 
had died. Earlier reports had re- 
ported variously that a ship 
named the Mefkure or the Mer- 
kyro had sunk in the Black sea 
with a loss of 246 refugee Jews 
en route from Rumania to Tur- 
key. 

The manner in which the ONA 
cable was received indicated that 
the Turkish censorship had put 


‘a “stop” on.the reasons for the 


ship’s sinking, although it had 
permitted dispatches reporting 
loss of the ship without details. 
As received in New York the’ ca- 
ble reported tersely as follows: 
“Tell A A A A Turkish ship 
Mafkura sunk by shelifire seven 
miles off coast. Three hundred 
refugees dead.” 


Shelling of the ship marks the 
first | 


violent incident following 
Turkish severance of relations 
with Germany last week. It came 
almost simultaneously with the 
departure of Nazi Ambassador 
Franz von Papen from Istanbul 
for Germany. 

Although the cable did not spec- 
ify the source of the _ shelling, 
there is little doubt that it was 
from a German warship, either a 
submarine that had surfaced or 
a small surface ship of the kind 
still active in the Black sea, using 
either Rumanian or Bulgarian 
ports. . 

In the light of Bulgaria's report- 
ed readiness to surrender, there is 
little likelihood that a Bulgarian 
ship shelled the Turkish vessel,

Favored in U.S. Layotf Rules 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—(7)— 
The Civil Service Commission de- 
termined today the order in which 


federal workers will be laid off 
when personnel cuts become 
necessary. New regulations were 
issued stressing the rights of 
“career” employes, and war vet- 
erans, as well as efficiency and 
length of service. 


This action does not mean that 
demobilization of federal employes 
is believed imminent because of 
encouraging war developments. 
Rather, it is because a uniform 
application of civil service rules 
throughout the government is re- 
quir by the Starnes-Scrugham 
veterans’ preference act of 1944. 

Such reductions have no con- 
nection with termination of the 
war, the commission said, but 


might be caused by a decrease in'| 


appropriations, completion of a 
project, reorganization of an 
agency, or in order to provide 
jobs for returning veterans, 
Heretofore, reduction - in - force 
regulations have applied only to 


employes with competitive classi- 
fications under the provisions: of 
the civil service act. The new 
rules apply to all of the 2,908,912 
employes in the federal executive 
civil service. 

Layoffs will be made on the 
basis of individual record?. 

When a cut is necessary, each 
group of employes doing the same 
kind of work will be put in four 
categories, as follows: 

1, The first to be laid off will 
be those who had been recalled 
*-cm retirement, and those who 
have continued working beyond 
the involuntary retirement age. 

2. Next to go will be temporary 
employes, serving under appoint- 
ments limited to one year on less, 

3. “Transitory” employes, in- 
cluding those wRose appointments 
are for the duration of the war 
‘and six months thereafter. 
| 4. “Career” employés, with un- 
‘limited appointments — the last 
| group to be reached.

Fulton Social Security Benefits 


Total $54,637 In a Month 


Federal social security benefits 
totaling $54,636.89 were paid to 
3,643 persons in Fulton county 
during the month of June, Joe 
Murphy, manager of the social se- 
curity field office, disclosed in the 
first report of benefits paid by 
that office, 


Murphy explained that this fig- 
ure represents payment of ben- 
efits to persons over 65 years. re- 
tiring from covered employment, 
their wives who are also over 65 
and thus entitled to payment 
under the regulations, and month- 
ly payments made to beneficiaries 
of. deceased workers covered by 


social security. 


Payments totaling. $26,514.17 
went to 1,222 wage-earners over 
65 years of age during June. Qual- 
ifying for payments also were 322 
wives of the above wage-earners 
who are also above the 65-year 
minimum, who received payments 
in Jun totaling $3,747.10, Mur- 
phy said. 

OTHER PAYMENTS 

Reporting on payments issued 
beneficiaries during the month, 
Murphy said $15,373.77 was paid 
to 1,426 children under 18 years 
of age. Sums totaling $3,376.65 
were paid to 179 widows over 65, 
and $8,398.76 went to 474 widows 
under 65. Twenty parents who 
were named beneficiaries of work- 
ers under the social security pro- 
gram received a monthly payment 
of sums totaling $226.34. 

Murphy said the benefits paid 
in June represent the steady in- 
crease of claims filed since Jan- 
uary 1, at which time no payments 
had been made. He added that 
the increase was due to so many 
workers having reached the age 
requirement of 65 and had retired, 


and that an increasing number of 
persons covered by social security 
have died, thus entitling their ben- 
eficiaries to receive payment.

There are a number of: interesting features developed by the 
Republican governors at St. Louis. Not the least of these is the! 
effort of the Republicans to have the cake of federal aid and 
eat it, too. | 

The conference was called by Gov. Dewey, the party’s nominee, 
to repair the ill done at Mackinac Island where ‘he aroused the 
enmity of many of the governors. There were other purposes, the 
publicity value of demonstrating the Republicans now have gov- 
ernors in 26 of the 48 states, the mapping of a campaign, and an 
opportunity for the candidate, now that he is a candidate, to 
glad-hand a bit, slap a few backs and get off to a good start. 

Dewey will run a smart campaign. Being an organization man 
he will avoid the mistakes made by Wendell Willkie. He believes 

“he can win and the campaign will be mapped most carefully. 

States’ rights is one, of the blocks over which they may stumble. 
The Republicans are committed to break down “federal interfer- 
ence,” but Dewey wants to keep on receiving federal aid. 

Even sincere foes of federal aid are in a dilemma on this point. 
Growing complexity of government, plus the needs of the de- 
pression years, forced the federal government to extend more aid 
than ever before. Highways, flood control, school lunches, aid to 
home owners, prevention of farm foreclosures, education, soil con- 
servation, and so on. 

Not only have the states received great benefits from the spend- 
ing, but in most instances they have been benefited by the neces- 
sity of having to instal! a merit system. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in discussing a recent meeting 
of governors in Ohio, quoted from an editorial by that staunch 
Republican leader, the late William Allen White, of Emporia, Kan.: 

“Of course federal interference in state affairs is bad, and of 
course it is one of the vitiating things of the American politics 
of this fourth decade of the twentieth century, and of course 
sooner or later it wil! and must be checked,’ White wrote. “But 
it will not be stopped by a bunch of governors who, when they 
are at home, keep their milk pans out day and night to catch 
whatever benevolent dew falls from the heaven of the New Deal 
in the way of state subsidies. ... For six long years, the Gazette 
has preached against letting the federal government write the 
laws for Kansas. And so long as the federal government hands 
out the federal aid, it will be fashionable to denounce the New 
Deal and take all that is coming from it.” 

This was the attitude of the Republican governors at St. Louis. 
They and Mr. Dewey and the Republican platform manage to con- 
form by standing against federal aid, in principle, but demanding 
that the Republican party seek “intelligent co-operation between 
the states and federal government.” : . 

In other words, leave the door open so that federal funds may 
be had. ee.

But then, it might have been a Walker 
and, if so, I would have taken it. 

There are no foxes out in my neighborhood on Piedmont road. 
There are plenty of rabbits and city squirrels and my friend Ike, 
who works the yard, traps a few possums every year. But there 
are no foxes. A Chesapeake retriever I have named Ginger actually 
stands lost in admiration, wagging her tail in great joy, as the 
rabbits eat up the beans and the squirrels take the corn. I must 
admit I have to admire the skill and adaptability of suburban 
squirrels. I came up in the country and used to shoot squirrels. 
With a rifle, jncidentally, and not a shotgun. But I never knew 
of country squirrels to shuck an ear of corn and then call all his 
family to eat up the corn. But, as most any city gardener can tel] 
you, the city squirrels are death on corn. They can shuck an éar 
clean as a whistle. The rabbits ate up four plantings of pole beans 
and I gave up on them. The hens in my flock are dying of some 
mysterious malady. They don’t droop. You just go out in the 
morning and there is one dead. Maybe on the nest. 

If I had any foxes 1 would be really discouraged. 


FOX CHASES Time was when you would find me all over 
Kentucky and Tennessee attending fox chases. 
I would ride a horse in those days, galloping over hill and dale, 
trying, even, to “take” an occasional] fence. Once a-horse threw me 
over a fence and I tore down two or three sumac bushes. 
Fox chases are rugged. Especially the National fox chase. I 
remember how some of the fox hunters would arrive in special cars 
with another special car for their hounds and horses. There would 


. be others to come in with a couple of hounds in a, farm wagon. 


There would be hunters in red coats and hunters in overalls. There 
is nothing as democratic as a fox chase. | 

_ The last National I attended was at Dawson Springs, Ky. That 
was about 17 years ago. (Am I getting old?) There was fine cold 
weather with a thin layer of ice on the ponds and ice along the edges 
of the branches and creeks. It snowed a little. 

It felt mighty comforting to have the boy bring around the 
tray of “hot brick,” the official fox hunting “gittin’ up” beverage, 
about 3:30 in the morning in a cold, country hotel room. 

The horses always were full of go that early in the morning. 
I was no better on horseback then than now. Man, I suffered! 
By nightfall I could hardly walk. The second morning out I would 
be so sore I would have to be helped on. But I stuck with them. 
Fox people ride hard. It isn’t like field trials. 

Now and then, on those rides, I have managed to see the fox— 
“Reynard, the Red Man,” running across an open stretch, his brush 
low and his feet flying. That made the riding warth while. 

The fox is the only animal hunted by ritual and ceremony. The 
Irish say fox hunting dates back to the days of the Druids, and 


maybe it does. 

HORN BLOWING I used to like the horn-blowing contest. I 
remember a long, lean fellow in a pair of 

jeans who won the contest at Dawson Springs the year of thé Na- 

tional there. ; 

The night of the contest he got with some friends of his in a 
big room in one wing of the big old wooden hotel. There was banjo 
playing and singing and every now and then the world’s champion 
would up with his horn and render a championship blast that 
could be heard in three counties. Truth compels me to say they 
were liquored up just’‘a little, this being in the prohibition days 
when the stuff came in gallon jugs. 

Anyhow, it seems that all this interfered with the sleep of some 
of the guests, because along about 3 o’clock in the morning someone 
banged up a window and yelled across the court: 

“What in tarnation do you think you are doing over there?” 

The world’s champion horn blower was surprised at that, so 
he stuck his head out his window and called back, mildly: 

“Blowin’ fox horns and drinking liquor. What did you think we 
was a-doin’?” 

Well, I wish this fellow hadn't offeréd me a fox hound. It 
started me reminiscing and there is nothing much worse than that. 
* My friend, Henry Ware Sr., who is one of the finest men I 
ever knew, has got a pack of fine fox hounds down in Heard 
county and one of them is named for me. He tells me that old 
Ralph leads the pack on almost every race they have. I guess it 
is a good thing I have retired from fox hunting business. I never 
could lead the pack. From now on I will leave all the fox hunting 
to my namesake, the fox hound Ralph McGill.

Economic Riwalries 


Didn’t Cause This War 


I have received a letter from a staff sergeant 
of the paratroopers at Fort Benning. The letter 
Pg comments upon the columns published last week 

bx. ges discussing three of the pressing problems in- 
volved in forcing Germany to keep the peace after the present war 
is over. 

The letter commends the columns involved, but goes back to 
the old theory that all wars are actually fought over commercial 
and economic rivalries of the nations involved. However, the writer 
concedes that the present war is an ideological conflict and says 
this is the reason why the men who do the fighting have that spirit 
which is necessary for complete victory. 

It has always seemed to me that not sufficient stress was laid 
on economic reasons for previous wars by the orthodox commen- 
tators and historians, whereas the muckraking type of writers over- 
stress this factor. 

Economics, either real and loudly proclaimed, enter into all na- 
fional rivalries and war is, surely, the most direct rivalry of all. 
And, beyond doubt, economic factors will have much to do with the 


" making of the coming peace and the maintaining of that peace 


through the generations to come. | 

However, te say that big business had anything to do with the 
start of this war is to deny the plain and evident facts of history. 
Business was, to be sure, involved, but only in the sense that it 
was manipulated by the aggressors and economics came in only as 
the Nazis tried to make propaganda out of a bad situation of the 


- German people. 


COMMERCE AS WEAPON Hitler used big businessmen in 

Germany to aid his rise to power. 
Once they ceased being valuable to him, he ditched them, or liqui- 
dated them. Likewise, he used some big businessmen in France 
who were invaluable to him in creating internal conditions which 
made the conquest of that unhappy country easy. 

He has used the cartel idea as a weapon in his efforts to drag 
nations all over the world into the orbit of his power. There were, 
too, business interests in Britain and in the United States ready, in 
their blindness, to play his game just as had some big business in 
Germany and in France. Fortunately, in Britain and in the United 
States these interests were not influential enough to change the 
spirit of the people. 

The Nazis made much propaganda about the tragic economic 
Situatién of the German people, blaming it all on the Versailles 
treaty. They conveniently ignored the fact they had not paid the 
reparations over which they howled so much; that they received 
more in direct relief and in loans from the U. S. and from Britain 
than they paid out and, basically, that whatever their situation they 
brought it on themselves because of the first World War they 
started in their mad lust for conquest and their obsession with 
military conquest. And that they were the losers in that war. 

They howled about losing their colonies and said nothing of the 
truth that, through the preceding years, they had failed to emigrate, 
in any worthwhile numbers, to those colonies. They wept about 
their alleged need@for more room for their. population, at the same 
time they were doing everything in their power to increase their 
national birthrate. And they did nothing to aid rere eget amg by 
making the vast estates of their Junkers and landed gentry pro- 
ductive. 

All they.did was stir up their own people until their condition 
was desperate and then offer them a new vision of the old German 
dream of world conquest, flavored with the mob bait of Jewish 


pogroms. 4 


WE MUST USE ECONOMICS To be sure, we must arrange 


world economics so as to re- 
move them as a cause of future wars. The Atlantic Charter, which 
promises free access to raw materials to all nations, maps the path- 
way to economic justice. | 

But to say that the people of Germany can enjoy this freedom, 
or any of the others, until they have shown, beyond doubt, they 
are fit for them, would be absurd. It will take, as said before, a 
long, long time to re-educate the German people to the point where 
they are decent enough for association with other nations of the 
world on equal footing, economic, social or otherwise. , 

Germany might study the history of the Confederate States of 
America and profit thereby. For these states suffered, after the 
War Between the States, an economic tragedy worse than anything 
Germany knew after the first World War. And came out of that 
tragedy by the work of.their manhood and womanhood, and mot by 
the whinings and ravings of —— demagogues. 

There is a road back for Germany, but it is not by more war, 
more false propaganda or more crocodile tears. It is by hard work, 
by change of spirit and by sincere prayer. 

The whole world will applaud once Germany shows she has defi- 
nitely chosen the better road.

GLADSTONE WILLIAMS — 
Isolationists 
On the Way Out 


W ASHINGTON.—One of the most encourag- 
ing signs of the times is the number of defeats 
and near-defeats administered already to con- 

, ge gressional candidates with records of opposition 
to measures for international collaboration designed to maintain 
world peace after the war. 

If the results in many of the state primaries may be taken as 
a guide, the country has become fed up on the isolationists. 

These men of narrow vision who, before Pearl Harbor, were 
preaching the false doctrine that America could insulate itself 
against involvement in European wars by a policy of isolationism 
are being knocked off by the voters, one by one. 

The country, it would seem, has at last awakened to the realiza- 
tion that the plans for world peace put forward by Woodrow Wilson 
at the close of the last war were something more than an idealist's 
dream. : 

Two and a half years of the costliest war in all history have 
evidently taught the American people a lesson. The country has 
come to realize that Wilson, denounced as a dreamer, was more 
of a realist than an idealist. hs 

Had the United States followed his leadership in pressing plans 
for world peace the present’ conflict might easily have been averted. 
We as a nation would have been saved a deficit of 250 billion 
dollars and the lives of hundreds of thousands of our finest young 
men. 

It took all of this to bring America to her senses. 

The extreme isolationists and narrow-minded nationalists whe 
held sway at the polls during the twenties and early thirties are 


~now going down to defeat before an enlightened electorate. 


FOUR EXAMPLES Since the 1944 primary campaigns got un- 
der way, four of the senate extremists 
have gone before the polls—two Democrats and two Republicans. 
Three of them have been decisively defeated—Bennett Champ 
Clark, Democrat, of Missouri; D. Worth Clark, Démocrat, of Idaho, 
and Rufus C., Holmag, Republican, of Oregon. The fourth, the 
notorious Sen. Gerald P. Nye, Republican, of North Dakota, squeezed 
through by the skin of his teeth. ' 
» Had the North Dakota law provided for a run-off, Nye un- 
doubtedly would have been defeated for yng eagey os He polled 
barely more than a third of the total vote cast in a ee-cornered 
race, with both of his opponents attacking him severely on his isola- 
tion record. 

As it is, Nye will probably go down to defeat in November, 
when the issue of world collaboration will be clearer cut between 
him and his Democratic opponent. 

The same fate is undoubtedly in store for Rep. Hamilton Fish, 
of New York, whose record on the same score is equally as noto- 
rious as Nye’s. In the recent primaries he escaped defeat by the 
narrowest margin of his career, an all but certain forerunner of 
his later overthrow in November. : 

But these are not the only defeats suffered by the isolationists. 
In the lower house a number of smaller fry have bitten the dust. 
a of the lot was Rep. W. H. Lambertson, Republican from 
Kansas. 

Lambertson, a sour old foggey of the’ isolationist school, was not 
only a critic of the President's war record, but of the war record 
of Mr. Roosevelt's four sons in’ the service. Several times it was 
necessary for his own colleagues in the house to call him down, 
so intemperate were his attacks. 

Like the two Clarks and Sen. Holman, he has been relega 
to political oblivion. He was too much even for Kansas, long a 
hotbed of isolationism. : 


MORE TO GO November is bound to take a further toll of the 
sickly lot. Many of those, like Fish and Nye, 
sO suc- 
cessful in the general election. The people have finally come to 
appraise them at their true worth, which is nothing minus. 

The pity of it is that the whole lot of them in the senate are 
not up for election this year.” Some, like Wheeler, of Montana, for 
example, will escape by virtue of the constitutional provision re- 
quiring only a third of the senate to be elected every two years. 

Judging by the primary results so far, the country is in a mood 
to throw the last sorry one of them out of office. Which is as it 
should be. It cost us a lot to find out, but at last the people seem 
to have cayght up on their shallow doctrine. 

Another’ of the hopeful signs is that both the Democratic and 
the Republican national conventions appear to have accepted the 
same basic planks in their platforms on the subject. Both parties 
have pledged themselves to pursue a course of action best designed 
to nen 3 about world peace, through the use of military force or 
otherwise. 

Among an enlightened people, the subject should not even be 
debatable. We might as well argue over the propriety of main- 
taining police forces in the various great cities of the country. 
History shows that outlaws appear among the nations of the world 
just as a lawless element is always present in any city. 

The country has made a good start in the state primaries to- 
ward ridding us of the now repudiated Lindbergh philosophy. Let 
us hope that the people finish the job in November.

Two observations I have heard 
lately impressed me as having a 
great bearing on the present po- 
litical mood of the nation. Both 
came from good, average Ameri- 
can citizens, one a farmer neigh- 
bor, one from a soldier home on 
leave after more than a yedr in 
North Africa and Italy. 

My neighbor said,.in the course 


of a fence corner conversation: 
“One thing’ I can’t understand. 


'This country has always had a re- 


markable record for freedom of 
speech, prosperity,’ a high stand- 
ard of, living and lack of class feel- 
ing. The record was so good that 
millions of people from European 
countries. swarmed here because 
the freedom and opportunities 
were so much greater. Then, sud- 
denly, beeause we became involved 
in a depression which started in 
Europe and came out of a war 
made in Europe, certain groups tell 
us that virtually everything Ameri- 
can is wrong and we must do 
everything the European way. 
Considering our record as against 
theirs it doesn’t. seem to me to 


imake sense.” . 


The other observation was made 
in a railroad restaurant. The 
speaker was young and had just 
started getting ahead in the world 
as a salesman for a meat packing 
company when the draft took him. 
He came from’ Kansas. He said: 

“I don’t think it matters so 
much who is President so long as 
he’s a good, honest American who 
understands at first hand the prob- 
lems of the little fellow. That’s 
important because there are so 
many of us. What I do think is 
important is that the congress and 
the President understand what is 
American and try to preserve it. 
The American way of doing things 
| we ought to be proud 
of. Nowadays, if you listen to a 
lot of stuff put’ out everywhere, 
you’d think you ought to be 
ashamed of congress and business- 
men and farmers—all the things 
that are essentially American and 
made America. I don’t get why we 
should be ashamed of everything 
American and think we should do 
better by imitating ideas put out 
by a lot of foreigners, Maybe what 
Wwe‘need is.a new political party 
where Americans who are pro- 
gressive and liberal but want to 
solve their problems in their own 
way could get together.” 

Neither of these observations is 
particularly rare. You begin to 
hear them everywhere today, par- 
ticularly in the middle west, 
southwest and west. They indi- 
cate a kind of thinking among 
people outside the great cities 
much more profound than the 
mere observations indicate. 

CIO SUPPORT 

New Deal support and all the 
elements which advocate following 
the ideas of European economists 
and political kystems are concen- 
trated in the big industrial cities. 
Out of them has come that mani- 
festation of class, the Political Ac- 
tion Committee of the CIO. New 
Dealers will tell you that if they 
can swing five or six big cities 

Ironically enough: it is the big 
cities that one finds the greater 
part of the poptlation which with- 
in a generation or two came to 
America because of the fréedom, 
opportunity and prosperity which 
it offered. Now they appear to be 
largely the element which attacks 
congress and other American in- 
stitutions and ideals bitterly. 

If one moves in the so-called 
liberal and radical circles of the 
New Deal, as I frequently do, you 
are told outright that you should 
be ashamed of Mr. Hoover, Mr. 
Dewey, Mr. Bricker, Sen. Byrd 
and even Sen. Glass and Mr. 
Baruch, but that Lton Henderson, 
Henry Morgenthau, Henry Wal 
lace, Sidney Hillman, Paul Apple- 
by, Philip Murray and Mrs. Roose- 
velt are true, splendid Americans. 
The list is, of course, much longer. 
It includes all those who would 
subsidize, control, regiment, cur- 
tail, borrow, tax for social réform 
and in general negate all the ideals 
and beliefs which have made this 
country in the past the richest, hap- 
piest most powerful nation on 


earth. 
EUROPEAN IDEAS 

All of these “reform” ideas 
have, without exception, come out 
of European political philosophy 
and thinking, born not of vision 
but rather of the oppression, des- 
peration and low standards of 


| European life. Judging from his- 
‘tory there seems little reason for 


us to imitate measures conceived 
and born in the misery of Europe.

Briefing a Regiment for the Great Attack 


IN NORMANDY.—(By Wireless)—The great attack, when we broke out of the Nor- 
mandy beachhead, began in the bright light of midday, not at the zero hour of a bleak 
and mysterious dawn as attacks are supposed to start in books. The attack had been de- 
layed from day to day because of poor flying weather, and on the final day we hadn’t known 


for sure till after breakfast whether it was on or off again. 


When the word came that it was,- 
on, the various battalion staffs of| , 
our regiment were called in from 
their command posts for a final 
review of the battle plan. 


Each one was given a mimeo- 
graphed sketch of the frontline 
area, showing exactly where and 
when each type bomber was to 
hammer the German lines ahead 
of them.

HYDE PARK, Sunday.—TI stil] have to tell 
you about the morning I spent in New York 
City at the Horace Mann Lincoln school, visit- 
ing the workshop which is one of some 30 that 
the Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter-Ameri- 
can Affairs sponsors in this country during the 
i summer months. 
“ piteaaaatie First I saw a class for junior high school 
students in which teachers were also observing. The regular teacher, 
Senhora Maria Lourdes de sa Pereiro, of Brazil, had been taken ill, 
but her secretary, Senorita Anna Rodrigues, from Puerto Rico, 
was doing an excellent job. The children sang for me in Portu- 
guese and then got up and sang and danced the samba, quite evi- 
dently enjoying themselves. 

They had a question and answer period, in which they talked 
about various subjects, designed to improve their vocabulary and 
to teach them something about Brazil. I went into the art room, 
where they are making maps, models of houses, and. copying bits 
of weaving from different South and Central American countries—~ 
using art, in fact, as a medium for understanding the economics 
and cultures of various Central and South American nations. 

One class of great interest to me, because it was composed of 
doctors, dentists, lawyers and engineers from Mexico, was being 
taught the English language by a Swiss. It was one of the most 
extraordinary teaching periods I have ever attended, because in 
the course of increasing the students’ vocabulary and of telling 
them about slang phrases and their meaning, they discussed con- 
temporary political questions, sports, history and art. It was really 
superlative teaching and I take my hat off to Mr. Frederick Rex, 
the instructor. | 

We attended one other class, for youngsters who had visited 
various foreign communities within the city of New York. They 
were casually asked how many of them had parents and grand- 
parents born in a foreign country. Hands went up, and the list 
written on the blackboard began to grow. Finally, in that group 
of some 20 children, we discovered that not only many European 
countries, but South and Central American countries and Far East. 
ern countries, were represented. Who do you think was the.only 
child present who had ancestors born in this country as far back 
as she could trace them? A little colored girl! 

Finally, we had a luncheon, not only with the staff and teachers 
participating in the workshops sponsored by the Office of the Co- 
ordinatory of Inter-American Affairs, but also with the staff mem- 
bers of the intercultural program run by Columbia University.
